demands that the non-partisan po­ 
litical 
campaign 
committee 
creat­

ed on a permanent basis, instruct­ 
ed to carry on their work contin­ 
uously. 
"It 
is. 
therefore, 
recommended 
that our national non-partisan po­

out this suggested procedure.”

The report was signed by Presi­ 
dent Samuel Gompers, eight vice­ 
p resident,

rison and Treasurer Daniel J. To­ 
bin. 
"In the pursuit of an honorable 
course to protect and promote the 
rights and Interests of the great 
masses of our people, wage earn­ 
ers included," It 
said, "We 
have 
been, and are less concerned with 
partisanship 
than

achieve­ 
ments of political results. 
"We are partisan to principles— 
not to a political party. 
"The American labor movement, 
lf it is to be true to its mission 
to defend, advocate, promote and

The aim of the school Is to give 
the child a good general education, 
and a well rounded Harmonious de­ 
velopment of Its faculties, that In 
later years the child may be better 
able to cope with the problems of 
life.

In accordance with 
thl3 we may say that physical edu­ 
cation Incorporated in 
the 
school 
curriculum as a necessary part, alms 
first, to give tho child a sound body, 
that the mind dependent upon that 
body may have a foundation for prop­ 
er growth and development. 
Physical education aims, also, to 
socialize the child. 
Such social qual­ 
ities as courage, decision, sportsman­ 
ship, co-operation, etc., are fostered 
in the child, while all base and un­ 
democratic propensities are discour­ 
aged. 
Thus, the child is taught to 
cherish the elements of good citizen­ 
ship, and to abhor that which is de­ 
testable.

require 
throughout 
the 
school year, not less than ten min­ 
utes daily of free exercises, prescrib­ 
ed and directed for the purpose of 
correcting or Improving flat chests,

of 
twenty-five minutes Is devoted to the 
playing of group games under defin­ 
ite supervicsion of the teacher. The 
afternoon recess period 
of 
fifteen 
minutes is given to free play. Group 
games exercise the play instinct and 
at the same time instill in the child 
a love for wholesome activity during 
leisure time, a love 
that 
should 
abide in the child far along into later 
life. 
From tile materialistic stand­ 
point, 
games 
provide 
plenty 
of 
healthful activity of a constitutional 
nature. 
Physical 
education 
off-sets 
the 
pernicious effects upon the body, of 
the 
many cramped and one-sided 
everyday occupations incident to a 
highly 
developed 
civilization. 
The 
need for well regulated and carefully 
directed physical activity for all, is 
from year to year becoming more 
stringent. 
Physical education is the 
newest science, and 
our 
"greatest 
business. 
It is based upon the prin­ 
ciples of Biology, 
Chemistry, Phy­ 
sics, Physiology and Anatomy. 
It is 
a compound of these five sciences 
and as taught in the Sedalia schools 
gives the child a democratic oppor 
tunity of becoming as healthy as Its 
inherent strength allows.

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THE REAL LA FOLLETTE MOTIVE. 
It is a strange thing that the public did 
not long ago fathom the truth about the 
La Follette movement. 
La Follette never 
believed that he could be elected presi­ 
dent. W hat he wanted to do was to smash 
the democratic party in order to open the 
way for the building up or a powerful 
radical party in the United States. 
The barrier to radicalism in this coun­ 
try is not the republican party. 
It is the 
democratic party, the party cf liberalism. 
The powers that are behind the La Fol­ 
lette movement want nothing more than to 
sweep the democratic party into the scrap 
heap even as the liberal party has been 
swept in England. 
They believe that if 
they can accomplish that they will be in 
position to make a real bid for power.

enue collectors were instructed Tues 
day by Commissioner 
Blair to 
re­ 
strict public inspetcion of income tax 
lists to not more than three days a 
week and not more than three hours 
of any one day.

patched in a circular today constitut­ 
ed the first move by the bureau of 
internal revenue since the legality 
income tax publicity was turned 
over to Attorney General Stone. 
Declaring it had been dem onstrat­ 
ed that “there are many who desire 
to see the lists tor no obvious rea­ 
son,” Mr. Blair said measures had to 
be adopted which would permit the 
collectors’ offices to function without 
delays incident to a wide inquiry into 
the books of everyone who so desir­ 
ed. 
The circular again called attention 
to provisions of section 31G7 re-enact­ 
ed in the tax law, covering publica­ 
tion of the returns and advised col­ 
lectors to warn all w ho sought to use 
the returns in that fashion.

The issue went to a syndicate 
of five companies, headed by the Na­ 
tional City Company of New York 
$5,889,594, which is $110,406 under 
par. 
They brought an 
average 
of 
$98,159 on each $100, it was explain­ 
ed. 
Their sale makes a total of $25,- 
000,000 of the $60,000,00 issue that 
has been sold. 
Today was the second 
time that 
bids were received by the board on 
thi3 issue. 
The first bids were open­ 
ed by the board on November 3, and 
a syndicate headed by the George II. 
Burr and Company of New York, of­ 
fered a total of $5,918,345, which was 
$28,751 more than the amount 
for 
which the. bonds sold today. 
Members of the board of fund com­ 
missioners, felt at that time, it is un-, 
derstood, that the price was not sat­ 
isfactory, so readvertised the issue 
for sale today. 
The $6,00,000 issue bears interest 
at the rate of four per cent a year. 
It is known as series "E" of the $60,- 
000,000 road bond 
issue 
voted 
in 
1921. 
It was said that the condition 
of the bonds market on such bonds 
is not as good now as it was several 
months ago. 
The first $2,000,000 of 
the issue sold today will mature in 
1935, the second $2,000,000 in 1936 
and the third $2,000,00 in 1937. 
L. D. Thompson, state treasurer, 
pointed out that although the bonds 
sold for $110,406 under par, their sale 
today will really result iii a saving 
for the state.

while other issues of the bonds sold 
brought higher prices, they bore in­ 
terest at the rate of 4% per cent a 
year instead of 4 per cent as those 
disposed of today.
